was reported today from 
Rushville, escaped on Aug. 
4, 1923, from the state pris­ 
on farm at Milledgeville 
where he was serving a life 
sentence for the slay ing of 
a rural mail carrier in 
Chattooga county . He had 
escaped once before, in Oc­ 
tober 1922, but was cap­ 
tured a week later. 
Mathis was convicted of 
killing the mail carrier and 
burning 
his body 
near 
SummersvLUe, Ga., 
aftei 
having hired him to take 
Mathis to Rome in his au­ 
tomobile. Later portions of 
the body were found in the 
ashes of a brush fire. 
Mathis 
was 
arrested 
when it was established 
th at he drove the mail car­ 
rier’s automobile to Chat­ 
tanooga, Tenn., where 
it 
was found. 
The state prison commis­ 
sion has wired Rushville 
authorities to hold Mathis.

With simple, forceful

Herbert Hoover today dedicated 
himself and his administration 
to law enforcement at home and 
the promotion of peace through­ 
out the world.

One of the greatest values of 
m odern day science to the men 
a t sea is the wireless. Prior

shore. 
I recall, before wireless service, 
tak ing the ship ’s chronom eter to 
the nearest telegrap h or 
cable 
stations to get correct time 
to 
determ ine the instrum ent’s error 
and rate. Of course it was neces­ 
sary to w ait for the flash which 
indicated the correct time. 
Whoever carried the 
chrono­ 
m eter had to be ex tremely care­ 
ful—in fact, it had to be trans­ 
p orted m uch in the same fashion 
as y ou would carry a bask et of 
eggs.

influences 
such as m otors and trolley cars, 
and y ou had to carefully select

w hat a hero really look ed lik e. 
The wireless has been used to 
great advantage in giving first 
aid to the injured and sick on 
various ship s tha t did not carry 
doctors. Every ship carries 
a 
medicine lock er as p art of 
its 
eq uip ment. W hen a m an is in­ 
jured or is ill, the 
cap tain 
of 
the ship freq uently 
communi­ 
cates by radio w ith the nearest 
vessel carry ing a p hy sician. The 
sy mp toms or descrip tion of the 
injury are given in detail 
and 
the doctor p rescribes according­

The first thrill tha t I got from 
the radio was when I was aboard 
the cruiser Minneap olis. 
The 
Navy had installed a cry stal re­ 
ceiving set and the first night 
there was considerable ex cite­ 
m ent when word sp read tha t we 
were to receive news disp atches 
from shore. Every night while at 
sea m en would 
congregate 
in 
the radio room to get these re­ 
p orts first hand. The news 
re­ 
ceived would 
sp read 
q uick ly 
throughout the ship . 
Introduction c/ this novelty 
created considerable ex citement. 
Freq uently messages w ritten on 
radiogram sheets would be found 
ly ing in different p arts of 
the 
ship . These 
messages 
would 
sometimes say tha t we were 
to 
head for a different p ort or that 
we would turn about and start 
a t once for home instead of fol­ 
lowing the original itinerary . 
These rep orts, of course, were 
erroneous and were drop p ed on 
the deck s with the idea of cre­ 
ating a sensation. It was 
not 
long before the hoax was discov­ 
ered. The cap tain of the vessel 
then issued an order say ing that 
any one writing a false 
rep ort 
or sp reading rumors p urp orting 
to come from the radio 
room 
would be severely p unished. Per- 


sufferer is relieved and cures are 
m any tim es effected. 
Another 
thrill 
ex p erienced 
w ith radio occurred when I was 
chief officer of the America in 
1921. Ex p erim ents were 
being 
conducted in wireless telep hony 
between the America and shore 
stations. The America was 
450 
miles off the coast ap p roaching 
New York when Cap t. 
W illiam 
Rind and I and several 
others 
talk ed to a num ber of p ersons 
ashore. 
this was really a thrill. 
The 
America was in a heavy sea. The 
men with whom I sp ok e, some of 
whose voices I easily recognized 
were sitting in offices or in their 
living rooms a t home and told us 
how comfortable they were and 
how p leasing the w eather was. 
At sea it was terribly cold and 
the ship was m ak ing only light 
headway because the sea 
was 
heavy . Conversations were con­ 
ducted from the radio room of 
the America into ordinary tele­ 
p hones and were transm itted by 
air to Deal, N. J., where there 
was a receiving station. 
The 
voice was carried by land-wire 
to the home of the receiver. 
* This scheme p roved p ractica 
but I have since been informed 
tha t because of the heavy 
ex ­ 
p ense involved it could1 not be 
further develop ed so as to reduce 
the cost of the 
conversations.

He had 
escap ed last July 4 and during 
the summer had been living in 
Rushville and work ing on U. S.

W hen cap tured, the m an wore 
a gray cap and on the inside of 
his p erson was a 32-20 Sp anish 
gun of high p ower.

The first thrill th'at I got from 


the radio was when I was aboard 
the cruiser Minneapolis.

Introduction, tf this novelty 


created considerable excitement. 
Frequently messages written on 
radiogram sheets would be found

sometimes say that we were to 
head for a different port or that 
we would turn about and start 
at once for home instead of fol- 
lowing the original itinerary. 


These reports, of course, were 


•erroneous and were dropped on 
the decks with the idea of cre- 
ating a sensation. It was not 
long before the hoax was discov- 
ered. The captain of -the vessel 
then issued an order saying thai 
anyone writing a false repprl 
or spreading rumors purporting 
to come from the radio 
room

thrill 
experienced 


with radio occurred when I was 
chief officer of the America in 
1921. 
Experiments were 
being 


conducted in wireless telephony 
Setween the America and shore 
stations.

Rind and I and several 
others 


persons 
talked to a number of 
ashore. 
This was really a thrill. The 


America was in a heavy sea. The 
men with whom I spoke, some of 
whose voices I easily recognized 
were sitting in offices or hi their 
living rooms at home and told us 
how comfortable they were and 
how pleasing the weather was. 


At sea it was terribly cold and 


the ship was making only light 
headway because the sea was 
heavy. Conversations were con- 
ducted from the radio room of 
the America into ordinary tele- 
phones and! were transmitted by 
air to Deal, N. J., where there 
was a receiving station. 
The 


voice was carried by land-wire 
to the home of the receiver. 
' This scheme proved practical 
but I have since been informed 
that because ol the heavy ex- 
pense involved it could! not be 
further developed so as to reduce 
the cost of the 
conversations.

The recent death of Reuben H. DonneUey 


I calls this to mind forcibly. 


In 1905 DonneUey was conducting a Prosper- 


ous brokerage business. As brokers occasionally 
do he ran upon a streak of ill luck and was 
Seed into bankruptcy. When his affairs.were 
settled, creditors were paid 27 cents on the dollar. 


Under the bankruptcy law, of course, this 


freed DonneUey of all further obligations. He 
was not legally liable for a cent more. But he 
felt that he was morally liable so he devoted the 
rest of his life to paying the remainder of the 


I claims.

A couple of years ago Donnelley succeeded. 


He sent out to his creditors _ most of whom had 
forgotten all about the affair - sums which 
totaUed $700,000. Where the original creditors 
had died, he paid the money to the heirs. 


It had taken 22 years of struggle, but he had 


done it. The process had been so arduous that 
his health was broken. He retired from busi- 


I ness and seemed content to wait for the death 
that has finaUy come.

-An -obligation is an obligation," he said 


when he made the payments. "I see nodiffer- 
ence b6tween a legal and a moral 
obligation. 


The debt was originally mine and I have worked 


' 22 years to pay it off. I never made any prom- 
| ises then. I was broke, busted wide open and 


coming back was a slow job. When I finally got 


I enough cash together I paid." 


Let it be repeated: Donnelley could have let 


I his creditors rest with 27-cents-on-the dollar 
payments and no stigma of any kind would have 
been attached to him. No business man would 
have condemned him. 
The $700,000 he raised 


could have gonfe to his own bank account and no 


I one would have criticized him. 


But how much more we admire him because 


he chose to pay in full, even when he was not 
compeUed to! 


REPORT ON IMMIGRATION. 


The report of Hary A. Hull, commissioner of 


• immigration, for December, 1928, completing the 


first half of the fiscal year, discloses some inter- 
esting statistics and seems to show that the im- 
migration act is on the whole, carrying out the 
intentions of congress and the American people. 
During the last six months of the calendar year 
a total ol 253,190 aliens were admitted to the 
United States and at the same time 149,423 aliens 
departed from our shores. 
This resulted in an 


increase of the alien population of the country 
to th° number of 198,767, an average of about 18,- 
000 per month. For the corresponding period m 
1927 the net gain in the amount of our immi- 
grants was 119,468, so that we received nearly 
11 000 less immigrants in the last half of the cal- 


endar year 1928 than 
calendar year 1927. 


In outlining the nationality of the immi- 


grants coming in during the last six months of 
1928, the report shows that immigrants from the 
countries in the Western Hemisphere totaled 66,- 
181 and from Europe 78,746. Of the immigrant 
aliens .from the Americas 34,993 came from Can- 
ada, 25,020 from Mexico, and 6,168 from the West 
Indies, Central and South America and New- 
foundland. Nearly three-f ouths of the European 
1 immigrants came from Germany, Great Britam^ 


Italy, the Irish Free State, and theJ5^™™.11 
countries, these ?.countries contributing 21,758, 
10299,9,466, 9,357 and 8,779, respectively. Com- 
pared with the same months of the year 1927 
Canadian immitrration decreased 21.6 per cent 
and European 2.4'per cent. The statistics also 
show a decUne in arrivals from Mexico 
White 


the number of immigrant aliens admitted from 
that country dropped 12.9 per cent during the 
year ending last June as compared with the 
previous year, there was a further decline in 
the following five months of 14.2 per cent^and^ui 
December last the decrease amounted to 28.2 per 
cent, as compared with the corresponding periods 
of the year perceding. 


The report would seem to indicate that on 


the whole our immigration laws are doing what 
they were intended to do. This is as it should 
be The law is not perfect and there wiU doubt- 
less be canges from time to time. But if the 
wishes of the American people are consulted, ana 
they doubtless will be, any changes in the law 
wiU be in the line of strengthening 
and not 


weakening it. What we want is a still further 
raising of the standard of immigration so far 
as this is possible and a tightening of the lines 
to prevent the "bootlegging" of immigrants. 


We hear a great deal about the army and 


navy as our chief arms of defense, and rightly 
so 
But our immigration law is another arm of 


defense. It is designed to prevent the inflow of 
those who may become enemies within the gates, 
of persons who may be out of sympathy with our 
ideals of government and bent on destroying 
from within. 
The principle of restricted im- 


migration ha^ completely demonstrated its worth 
to the American people.
